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ADDENDUM

A. BANKRUPTCY CODE AND AMENDMENTSINCLUDED

To assemble this document, we downloaded from Westlaw each section of the Bankruptcy
Code, Title 11 U.S.C., aswdll as sdlected provisons from Title 18 and Title 28. Next, we included
amendments affecting these provisions from the following measures enacted in late 2000: (1) the
College Scholarship Fraud Prevention Act of 2000, PL 106-420, November 1, 2000, 114 Stat 1867,

measures are indicated by eversirike and new language is added in bold.

(b) APPLICATION OF AMENDMENTS.-Except as otherwise provided in this Act, the
amendments made by this Act shall not gpply with repect to cases commenced under title 11, United
States Code, before the effective date of this Act.
